Claim 4 (Previously presented) The method according to claim 3, wherein the 
hydrolysates of p-lactoglobulin and a-lactalbumin are present in the edible composition in a 
weight ratio of from 5:1 to 1:5. 

Claim 5 (Previously presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein the whey 
protein hydrolysate has a degree of hydrolysis in the range of from 1 to 20%.

Claim 9 (Previously presented) The method according to claim 8, wherein the meal 
replacement product is a ready-to-drink liquid, a liquid produced from a soluble powdered 
product, a soup, a dessert, a bar, a cereal based or pasta based or noodle based product, 
or, a soluble powdered product.
